Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Tilton-Northfild : 


I herewith submit my annual report as superintendent 
of schools. This is the eighteenth such report which I 
have had the pleasure of submitting to you. This 
report is brief but includes material which should have 
reference value. 

Your attention is called to the financial reports of the 
school board as printed elsewhere. The first report 
covers the full school year ending June 30 last, and is 
in detail; the second report covers the period from July 
1, 1932 to January 31, 1933, a little more than one-half 
of this current fiscal year. 

The roll of honor includes the names of twenty-seven 
children who have perfect records in attendance for the 
school year. These children are to be commended and 
congratulated for being able to make this fine showing. 
The increased attractiveness of the modern school and 
the excellent attitude of the parents result in much im- 
proved attendance records. Most of our absences are 
due to emergencies or sickness. The services of a 
truant officer are seldom needed.

Improvements 


The garage connected with the Eastman property 
has been fitted up as a work shop for the boys taking 
manual training. The outlay for this purpose was 
moderate in amount. Our old accommodations were 
never satisfactory. We now have a light, attractive, 
comfortable room, well adapted to our needs. This shop 
is a busy place and the boys are progressing well under 
the guidance of Mr. Harold E. Bridge. 

Other improvements are needed,—electric lights at 
Sanborn Road and Lochmere, a new fence at No. Four, 
painting of the Eastman building, refreshening of some 
of the rooms in the Union building. It is hoped that 
at least some of these suggested improvements may be 
made before another year. 


Summer Playground 


The summer playground was under the direction of 
Mr. Richard Smart, assisted by Miss Beatrice Boynton 
and Miss Phyllis Gale. The cost of maintenance was 
approximately $275. 

This playground is a boon and blessing to a con- 
siderable group of children. Its full possibilities, how- 
ever, have never been fully realized. It would seem to 
me a misfortune if the appropriation for its maintenance 
was not continued.

The last school meeting felt that the carefully pre- 
pared budget of the school board should be further re- 
duced and a cut of 5% was made in the budget as pre-

The three items calling for the largest expenditures 
are salaries of teachers, high school tuition, and trans- 
portation. The salaries of all teachers receiving in ex- 
cess of $900 a year were cut 10%. The took effect at 
the opening of the school year in September. 


The school board has little control over the expendi- 
ture for high school tuition. The contract which the 
school district has with Tilton School calls for the pay- 
ment of $125 per year for each student enrolled from the 
district. The total cost of course depends upon the 
number of local boys and girls attending. There has 
been a steady increase in numbers in recent years. The 
cost this year will be approximately $14900; $15000 is a 
low estimate for next year. It should be noted that this 
is more than one-third of the total school budget. 


The law makes it obligatory upon school districts to 
transport all children living more than two miles from 
the school to which they are assigned. This applies to 
elementary school children only. Transportation is 
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now costing us approximately $4300 yearly. Much of 
the transportation is made necessary by the closing of 
rural schools and the argument is often made that it 
would be much cheapter to maintain the schools. The 
following table sheds some light on this point:

In preparing this study $900 was taken as the per 
school cost of maintenance. ‘This is a very conservative 
estimate. In comparing the costs $900 should be added 
to that for transportation as the number of additional 
children at the Union school makes necessary an ad- 
ditional teacher. It would appear that by closing these 
schools and transporting the children to the Union 
school the financial saving is at least $1400.
